First Time Since Croker’s Orby 
Won in 1907 That American 
Has Taken Prize. 


By Associated Press. 

EPSOM, May 27.—The Derby, the 
best known of the English classic 
horse races, was won today by an 
Amsrican horse, Herman B. Duryea's 
Durbar II. Thirty horses ran, the 
largest field in a Derby since 1863. 

The winners revent form in France 
had been consisered so poor that he 
was regarded here as a rank outsides 
and odds of 25 to 1 were laid against 
him in the clube last night. Today 
he had no treuble and won in a canter 
by three lengths from two other out- 
siders, Hapsburg and Peter the Her- 
mit. 

The betting just before the start of 
the race was 20 to 1 against Durbar 
II, 33 to 1 against Hapsburg and 100 
to 1 against Peter the Hermit. 

Duryea had great faith in his 
horse, which was booked for large 
amounts by the American contingent. 
The jubilation among the big crowd 
of transatlantic visitors was dis- 
tinctly noticeable as the winner w38 
led into the paddock. 

Favorite Gets Bad Start. 

The public favorites never flattered 
their supporters at any stage of the 
race. Kennymore who led the bet- 
ting, behaved so badly at the post 
that he delayed the’gtart and when 
the field was finally sent away, he 
was left in a bad position. Poly- 
crates made all the running to the 
half distance with Black Jester, Haps- 
burg, Dan Russel, and Durbar II close 
up. Rounding Tattenham corner, 
Durbar II jumped in on the rail and 
took up the running. He held the 
command to the finish, easily stalling 
off several challengers. Dan Rus- 
sell was fourth. 

The time of the race was 2 min 38 
sec., a fraction of a second quicker 
than the average. 

King and Queen Present. 

King George and Queen Mary were 
both present as well as most of the 
staff of the United States Embassy 
while distributed about the course 
were large numbers of Americans 
from the resident colony as well as 
from the other side of the Atlantic. 

The past glories of the journey by road 
from London to Epsom departed with 
the advent of automobiles and the high 
spirits usually characterizing the crowd 
on Derby day were in some degree 
dampened by the presence of an army 
of police encamped about the ground 
and forming lines along the course to 
prevent any attempt at violence by mili- 
tant suffragettes. It would have re- 
quired an airship to circumvent the pre- 
cautions taken by the police. 

Ada Rice, supposed to be a militant 
suffragette, was arrested on Epsom 
Downs today after she had discharged a 
pistol loaded with blank cartridges at a 
policeman. The powder burned through 
the policeman’s trousers and blistered 
one of his legs. The woman asserted her 
husband had handed the weapon to her 
this fmorning for use in case, she was 
molested. . She indignantly repudiated 
the suggestion that she was a suffra- 
gette. The weapon contained six blank 
cartridges. 

The last American racehorse. owner to 
win the English Derby was Richard 
Croker, whose Orby won in 1907. 

The Derby stakes was established in 
1780, but races had taken place on the 
same course as early as 1640. The stakes 
is valued at $32,500 and is for entire colts 
and fillies of 3 years old. The course is 
about one mile and a half fn length. 


For this year’s race there were orig- 
inally 375 entries. The great favorite for 
this year’s race, The Tetrarch, was 
ecratched a few weeks ago. 

Durbar II, today’s winner, is a bay 
colt by Rabelais, out of Armenia. He 
was bred in France, 

Sir John Tursby’s Kennymore, ruled 
the favorite, the odds being 9 to 4. King 
George’s horse, Brakspear, was second 
choice at. iI to 1.

WARDEN McCLUNG IS 
SUING FOR DAMAGES 


5 Asks $40,000 Against 
ost-Dispatch—First Suit 

ce Go to Trial Is That 
Against the Star-Chronicle 


Publishing Co. for $60,000.

FULTON, Mo., May 27.— Con- 
victs, guards, ‘‘square’’ men and 
others having knowledge of the 
shocking conditions in the Mis- 
sourl Penitentiary which the 
Post-Dispatch exposed recently; 
have laid bare the details of in- 
humanity and cruelty practised 
in that institution in depositions 
which will be introduced in civil 
suits which began here today. 


The first. of these suits, which were 
brought against newspapers following 
disclosures made by the Post-Dispatch 
last autumn of the treatment of prison- 
ers in the Jefferson City Penitentiary 
and conditions there, went to trial be- 
fore Judge David H. Harris in the Cal- 
laway County Circuit Court. 

The suit is that of Warden D. C. Me- 
Clung against the Star-Chronicle Pub- 
lishing Co., for $30,000 actual and $30,000 
punitive damages, which the plaintiff 
elected to prosecute ahead of his suit 
against the Post-Dispatch. 

It is in three counts, based on edi- 
torlals published in The New St. Louis 
Star, Nov. 12 and 13, 1913, and a com- 
munication signed by George A. Ritter, 
published Nov. 25, 1913. 

Suit Against Post-Dispatch, 

A suit brought by McClung against 
the Pulitzer Publishing Co. for $20,000 
actual and *$20,000 punitive damages, on 
account of the publication of an edi- 
torial and a ¢ommunication in the Post- 
Dispatch, is.to be tried at the conclusion 
of the pregent case. 

McClung asserts in ee ‘petitions that 
the publications caused the public to be- 
lieve that he had violated his oath of 
office and had been guilty of unfaithful 
conduct as Warden and had been guilty 
of barbarity and inhuman practices 
toward the prisoners. 

The defense is that the publications 
were true, that they concerned the con- 
duct of a public institution by its of- 
ficials, about which the public had a 
right to know, and that they were made 
in good faith for the purpose of bringing 
about a correction of conditions and 
made without malice. 

Punishment of Willis. 

The disclosures by the Post-Dis- 
patch followed the @iscovery that 
Stéve Willis, a convict, had been con- 
fined in a dark Cell for 22 days witn 
his hands fastened to a ring above 
his head‘in an attempt to force. uim 
to tell where he obtained a bottle of 
whisky which was found on him. 

The punishment of Willis is set 
out at length in the answers to the 
_ petitions. The deposition of Willis 
and other evidence will be offered in 
justification” of the publications sued 
on. 

At the opening of court today Judze 
Harris announced that an order would 
be entered sustaining a demurrer in 
the suit of Deputy Warden Porter 
Gilvin against the Star Chronicle 
Publishing Co. Gilvin sued for $20.- 
000 on account of a réference to him 
in the New St. Louls Star. The Court, 
in sustaining the demurrer, holds that 
the reference was not defamatory. 

Basis of McClang’s Suit. 

McClung’s suit against the Post-Dis- 
patch is for $20,000 actual and $20,000 
punitive damages and is bused upon an 
editorial printed in the Post-Dispatch 
Nov. 11, 1913, under the heading, ‘‘Re- 
move Missouri's Reproach,”’ and a com- 
munication printed on the editorial page 
of the Post-Dispatch Noy. 12, 1913, under 
the heading, “Inside View of the Mis- 
sourl Penitentiary." He asks $10,000 
actual and $10,000 Peeye damages on 
each count. 

The editorial, he alleges, charged that 
lie had been guilty of violation of his 
oath of office and unfaithful conduct and 
had been guilty of medieval barbarities 
toward prisoners. | 

The communication, he alleges, charged 
that he had been guilty of violation of 
‘ his oath of office and guilty of un:aiun- 
fulness in the performance oi #%s auties 
and of such inhumanity and barbarity 
that dozens of the prisoners under his 
charge had been whipped during the 
year prior to the publication by such 
awful blows administered upon the bare 
backs of prisoners that some of them 
 beca unconscious during the punish-

The Post-Dispatch is alleged in the 
petition to have am average daily cir- 
culation of 150,000 copies. 

Answer to the Suit. 

The Pulitzer Publishing Co., in its 
answer, admits the publication of the 
editorial, but denies that it was false, 
or defamatory, or libelous, and denies 
that it was published maliciously or 
wickedly. 

.The penitentiary, it is set forth in the 
answer, is a great public institution and 
the treatment of its inmates is of gen- 
eral concern, which every citizen and 
évery newspaper has the right to dis- 
cuss. 

The punishment of Steve Willis in be- 
ing strung up for 22 days is described. 
The punishment is declared to have 
been in violation of the rules promul- 
gated by McClung, which do not author- 
ize the punishment of a prisoner for 
efusing to give information against him- 
self or his fellow prisoners, which was 
the offense charged to Willis. 

The answer further says that various 
prisoners had been stripped and strung 
up to an iron ring and whipped on their 
bare backs with a heavy leather strap. 
Prisoners are declared to have been 
strung up and whipped for failure to 
complete tasks assigned to them by 
prison contractors, 

The editorial is declared to have been 
published for the purpose of bringing 
about a reformation in the management 
and discipline of the prison. 


Law Violation Alleged. 
In the answer to the second count, it 


is alleged that the prisoners are crowd- 
ed together two or three in a cell and 
that at the time of the publication of 
the communication the statutes were 
being violated by the Warden and man- 
agers in permitting Deputy Warden 
Porter Gilven to charge prisoners a 
large profit on newspapers and period- 
icals and permitting the profit to be 
appropriated to their own use by sal- 
aried officials, Whereas the statutes 
provide that such newspapers and peri- 
odicals shall be sold at cost to the in- 
mates. ° 

It-is also alleged in the answer tha‘ 
the Warden had failed to set aside 5 
per cent of the convicts’ earnings for 
themselves or their families, as the stat- 
utes require. 

The Warden ‘is declared,' without au- 
thority of law, to have used from $3000 
to $3200 of the public funds for the pur- 
chase of an automobile, which he used 
not only for official business, but also 
for private pleasure riding of himéelf, 
his family, his private stenographer and 
friends. 

The Warden is also declared to have 
violated the statutes by requiring pris- 
oners to do work for his friends and 
other parties without payment. — 


Purpese of Publication. 
The communication and other articles 


in the same issue of the Post-Dispatch 
are deciared to have been published for 
the purpose of directing the attention 
of the Warden and other penitentiary 
officials to these and other defects and 
abuses in their prison manageinent and 
for the purpose of bringing about an in- 
vestigation and reformation. 

The communication is declared to have 
been received from a prisoner or from 
one who had been a prisoner under Mc- 
Clung and the letter to have been pub- 
Mshed in géod faith for the purposes,

the prison officials to it in the hope 
that they would thoroughly Investigace 
the charges and that such investigation 
and agitation would lead to a radica!

Sentencing British Army Grafters. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 27.—Some scathing re- 
marks were uttered today by Justice 
Darling in reference to Lord Saye and 
Sele. He is Controller of the King’s 
Household and a direct descendant of 
one of the 2% Barons entrusted with the 
enforcement by King John of the pro- 
visions of Magna Charta. 

The incident occurred at the Old 
Bailey, where sentence was pronounced 
today on the nine British army officers 
and eight civilian employes of Lipton's, 
limited, who were charged with con- 
spiracy to offer or accept bribes in con- 
nection with the allotment of army can- 
teen contracts. 

The Attorney-General, in closing the 
case for the prosecution, remarked that 
it was only fair to Sir Thomas Lipton 
to say that, so far as the prosecution 
knew, there was no document and no 
evidence which suggested in the slight- 
est degree that anyone besides those 
who had been brought before the court 
should be prosecuted. 

Six Months for Veteran. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Whitaker of the 
est in the rank of the prisoners, was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment.

Whitaker pleaded for mercy. The gray 
veteran, who has served in the British 
army for 38 years, broke down and said 
he had acted on the persuasion of Col.

Fiennes’ letter had invited Lieutenant-

FULL EXAMINATION 
OF MORGAN BOOKS 
DENED, FOLK HINTS

NEW YORK, May 27.—For more 
than an hour today Joseph W. Folk, 
counsel for the Interstate Commerce 
Comission, conferred with Francis 
Lynde Stetson, counsel for J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., cencerning Morgan's offer 
to allow the commission to examine 
the firm’s records relating to the New 
Haven Railroad, 

A statement by Folk after the con- 
ference indicated that there had been 
some difference of opinion as to what 
papers and records should be gone 
into. 

“We insist,” said Folk, “that the 
examiners shall decide for themselves 
what books and papers of the firm 
relate to the New Haven. We alsv 
insist that these examiners shall not 
be confined to books and papers hand- 
ed them and said to be all that relate 
to the New Haven. In other words, 
the examination, to be worth any- 
thing, must be thorough. We want 
all the books and papers, or none 
at all.” 

The conference was held to plan for 
examination of the books of the Morgan 
firm and the personal papers and ac- 
counts ef the late J. P. Morgan, so far 
as they relate to New Haven Railroad 
transactions, 

Folk was accompanied by four men 
who were ready to begin on the books 
at once.

The hearing was adjourned that spe- 
cial examiners of the commission might 
inspect the beoks of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan & Co. and personal papers of the 
late J. Pierpont Morgan, as they relate 
to transactions of the New Haven Rail- 
road. This development came as the 
result of a statement made by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan in New York yesterday to 
the effect that the records of his firm 
and his father’s personal records still 
are intact and are available and ready 
fer production before any proper tribu- 
nal. The commissioners have arranged 
to send four examiners to New York 
to inspect the records. 

Examiner Francis H, McAdam of the 
commission who has been in New York 
for several days in an effort to ascer- 
tain the physical condition of William 
Kiockefeller notified Chief Counsel 
Joseph W.. Folk that Rackefeller’s phy- 
sician said his patrent had had an- 
other throat attack and could not be 
seen for a few days. 

Ledyard Voluntary Witness. 

At the brief session Ledyard de- 
clared he wanted to go on the .stand 
and refute some of the testimony given 
by Charles 8. Melien, former president 
of the New Haven. He was handed a 
letter addressed to him by Commissioner 
McChord, in which he was informed that 
the subpena served on him had been 
withdrawn, but that, if he desired, he 
could appear voluntarily ‘“‘waiving all 
immunity" by the testimony that he 
might give. Ledyard, although demurr- 
ing at the words “waiving immunity,” 
on the ground that they contained an 
implication, said he would accept the 
suggestion that he be a voluntary wit- 
ness, as he wanted to “tell the whole 
truth.’’ 

Chief Counsel Folk has departed for 
New York. While it was generally un- 
derstood that the trip was in connection 
with the New Haven investigation and 
probably had something to do with the 
proposal to examine the books of Mor- 
gan & Co., Folk flatly declined to dis- 
cuss the matter.

At 829, Morris Broadersor hag a bakery 
and lives upstairs with his wife and 
four children, Harry, 4, Lilian, 6, Sam- 
uel, 8 years, and Sarah, 8 months old. 

Sergeant Daniel Gleason lowered an 
awning in front of the Kowrsky store 
and told Kowrsky to drop his children 
on to it. He did so and Gleason caught 
them as they rolled off the awning. 

Broaderson dropped his children into 
Gleason’s arms. 

Private Sam _ Fitzgerald of the 
BKighteenth Company of Recruits at 
Jefferson Barracks, a spectator, 
climbed on to a ledge, and when the 
women were lowered by their husbands 
he caught them and lowered them to 
Gleason.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Col. Roose- 
velt, after greeting old friends, inspect- 
ing the trophies of his own African hunt 


and calling on President Wilson at the 
White House, last night told the Nation- 
al Geographic Society all about the 
1000-mile river in Brazil which he “put 
on the map.” 

For almost two hours he detailed the 
story of his Brazilian explorations and 
then the politicians claimed him. Pro- 
gressive leaders took him to the organ- 
ization’s headquarters where he listened 
to their plans and advised them how to

Col. Roosevelt planned to remain 
in town today, spending some t)me 
at his editorial offices and to re- 
turn to his home in Oyster Bay 
late in the day.

Resolution Warns Congress Ac- 
tion at This Time May Hurt 
Whole Country. 


PROPOSED BY CARLETON 


Declaration Adopted Without 
Submitting It to 2400 Mem- 
bers of the League. 


Twenty-five members of the Wxecu- 
tive Committee of the Business Men’s 
League Tuesday afternoon adopted a 
resolution asking the Senate and House 
of Representatives, in the name of the 
league, to refrain from passing any new 
legislation which has for its purpose the 
regulation or control of business along 
new and untried lines. . 

The resolution, which was introduced 
by Murray’ -Carleton and seconded: by 
James E. Smith, states that the league 


these lines would be inopportune. 

The further statement is made that 
such legislation might jeopardize the 
general welfare of the country, and 
would stagnate business, instead of 
stimulating it. Smith told a reporter 
that the resolution was adopted without 
argument. 

The resolution was not submitted to 
the 2400 members of the league before 
its adoption. 

Resolution Passed by League, 

The resolution was as follows: 

“Whereas, Congress now has been 
in session almost continuously for 
more ‘than| a year, and 

“Whereas, duting that time a great 
amount of legislation has been 
passed, the entire tariff has been re- 
vised, the entire currency system of 
the United States has undergone a 
complete and fundamental change; 


and, 


the House of Representatives and in 
the Benate of the United States a 
number of bills having for their pur- 
pose the investigation and regulation 
or control of practically all corpora- 
tions engaged to any extent in in- 
terstate commerce; and, 

“Whereas, In our opinion these bills, 
drastic in their terms, are not thorough- 
ly understood at this time by the busi- 
ness men of the city of St. Louis, and 
that further time for their considera- 
tion, both by the public and by our leg- 


jislators is necessary, and, 


“Whereas, Said bills propose to give 
to a commission an enormous power 
and control over practically all kinds of 
business in the United States, neither 
the scope nor effect of which can at 
this time be foreseen; be it 

“Action Now Inbépportane.” 

“Resolved, That the Business Men's 
League of St. Louis believes that the 
passage of.any further amount of new 
legislation at this session of Congress, 
which has for its purpose the regulation 
or control of business along néw and un- 
tried lines, is inopportune and might 
jeopardize the general welfare of this 
country, and we believe that the passage 
of such legislation at this time would 
rather tend to further stagnate business 
than to stimulate it. Be it further 

“Resolved, That the président be here-

John H. Gundlach, chairman of the 
Executive Committee, was enthusiastic 
over the scenic beauty and dramatic 
strength of the Pageant and Masque, as 
he saw them acted. He predicted that 
the Pageant would: be known, through 
visitors and through the official envoys 
from other cities, as the most beautiful!

The charter election is fixed for JUNE 30. The 
action of the House in passing the Council char- 
ter bill settles the question of date. 

The formality of signing the measure is ar- 
ranged for Friday. | 

Another important step in the charter election 
program is the designation of JUNB 16 as regis- 
tration day by the Board of Blection Commis- 
sioners, whose action opens thé way to all voters 
for original registration and change of residence, 
on the registration books.
